LONDON PAPER REVIEWS 
WORLD CRISIS. 


London, Jan. 21. 

The Inadequacy of gold for 
world requirements [a again rnala- 
ed by the Times, After-pointing 
out that the annual production is 
Insufficient to meet the debts duc to 
Franco and the United States, the 
jJournnl says theae countrics have 
most to fear from thd gold pro- 
blema, and suggests that recent 
events show how ccrtair countrics 
would require little encourage- 
ment to link their currencies with 
sterling, “provided the British 
budget can be balanced and thero 
be no enforced issue of ‘currency 
sterling to make a better basis for 
gold.” 

Referring to the suggestion of 
a correspondent that silver might 
‘be used on.a monometallic basis 
for currency, and that the British 
Empire, South America, Asia, 
Japan, Germany, Italy, Scan- 
dinavin and = most of the small 
European countries would probnb- 
ly be willing to form a aterling 
or silver group, with a gold group

RIOR to every repheation’ con- 
ference the economiats warn 
us that the industria} and finan- 
clal development of the whole 
world will be Inrgely influenced 
by its outcome. The warning is 
now being repeated. It is certain- 
ly valid. A new denl satisfactory 
to both sides would do moro to 
turn the current of world  busi- 
ness upward than: any other fac- 
tor. Ask any Wall Street opora- 
or what is keeping marketa de- 
pressed and in nine cnaser out of 
ten he will answer “Germany,” 

The new attack on reparations 
is the third since 1921. ‘In that 
year the history of reparations 
proper started. Previously there 
had been a general’ acramble to 
take What was worth taking out 
of Germany—a scramble, however, 
in which the United States took no 
part--but the seizures, sequostra- 
tions and whatnot did not proceed 
under the name of reparations. In 
1921, the Reparation Commission 
tackled the job bequeathed to it 
hy the Treaty of | Versailles of 
assessing: the allfed war costs that 
the Germans were called upon to 
pay. They reached the astro- 
nomienl aum of $33,000,000,000, or 
twice the entire debt of the United 
States. The bill was handed to 
Germany on the point of an ulti- 
matum, It was all very absurd, 
but at a time when an Enjfrlish 
leader could talk about “aqueez- 
ing Germany until the pips 
synenked,” obviously there was 
little room for common sense, ‘let 
alone magnanimity. 

* e * 

Germany paid only $260,000,000 
of this amount and then gave up 
the struggle, France entered the 
Ruhr, and, though collecting no- 
thing, precipitated a situntion that 
invited the intercat of the United 
States. Americn becnme the honest 
though unoficial, broker of re- 
parations, Gen, Dnwes went to 
Europe with Mr, Owen Young and 
a miniature army of experta to 
“onthrone common sense,” as he 
put it. The first expert revision 
of reparations called after chim 
certninly justified hix aim, Ac- 
cepted in’ 1924, it functioned 
smoothly and harmoniously for 
four years. 

The Dawes plan left the Repara- 
tion Commission's figure severcly 
alune. France, very nervous about 
the innovation of expert exuminna- 
tion of German capacity, to pay, 
would not brook any settlement 
that pretended to be final. So the 
experts, instead of approaching 
the 1921 mountain, Ignored St, and 
outlined n little side excursion of 
their own. By this method they 
hoped to give the world a breath- 
ing spell in which it could cool off 
its war temper und allow Germany 
to recuperate. The excursion took 
the form of a brand new annuity 
table—without: any ~ time “Umit! 
Beginning the fifth year, 1928-29, 


hit placed the Germans under ob- 


ligation to pay about $600,000,000 
avear, seemingly forever, but 
inderentially until the advent of a 
more propitious time for removing 
the 1921 mountain and setting up 
n more calable one. 

Four years of the Dawes plan 
brought a remarkable change over 
Germany. Money the world over 
flocked to purticipate in German 
reconstruction. It was attracted 
partly by the high rates of {n- 
terest, partly by the attitude of 
German statesmen, notably Gustay

Stresomann, who led his country 
into a new political partnership 
with the world on the bnsis of 
willingness to fulfil the Treaty of 
Vorsallles, The scramblo of moncy 
to enter Germany between 1924:

Foreign capital 
entered the body economic of 
Germany, and-enriched it {n .geo- 
metrical progression, go that only 
part of the enrichment came out 
again In the form of reparations, | 
by far the greater part staying 
inside Germany. According to the 
beat German authorities, the in- 
erement to German capital be- 
{ween 1924 and 1928 totalled three 
or four times the amount consign- 
ed to the creditors in reparations, 

But the 1921 mountain atill ap- 
‘peared on the horizon, foreboding- 
ly in the way of reparation cer: 
tainty. The side excursion could 
not last forever. In 1928, Ger- 
many asked the creditors where 
she stood.. The creditors under- 
took’ to tell her, in concert with 
Germany hersclf, the immediate 
task of evaluating German capn- 
city to pay being Intrusted to a. 
new expert committee headed by 
Mr. Owen D. Young. »The Young 
plan overcame the 1921 mountain 
by replacing it. Instead of $33,- 
000,000,000 the total amount of re- 
parations was fixed at $9,000,000,- 
000. The annuities also fell short 
of the annuities under the Dawes’ 
plan, Instend of $600,000,000, the 
“standard” Dawer annuity, the’ 
ayernge Young annuity was $A76,- 
060,000. 

But the Young plan never got 
a chance to function properly. By 
the time it came into operation, 
In 1930, the business depression 
had overtaken the world, being ' 
expressed chiefly in a precipitous 
drop in world prices. Prices con- 
tinued to fall until in the middle’ 
of 1931 Germany had to produce 
30 per cent. more gooda Jn order 
to carn the money values fixed by 
the Young.._committec..

For a uni- 
form cut in all budgets for na- 
tiannat defence’ would enable the 
American Government to save 
monéy for the taxpayers without 
losing its relative position vis-a- 
vis other countries. That seents 
to be the American prerequisite 
for nny thoroughgoing revision of 
war debtg.

. So, it appears to me, the repare- 
tion Iasuc should tend straight to 
the disarmament conference. In- 
ternational war obligations are} 
just as much a polltien! problem! 
ua disarmament. You cannot dis- 
arm until you feel secure. You 
cannot feel secure #0 long as you 
have got a millstone of debt hang- 
ing round your neck that your 
father contracted. in Germany, 
this is the majer problens, not sea 
much Germany can pay when she 
is ugain fattened up. 

The economle burden of repnrra- 
tious in normal times has been 
greatly exaggernted. After all, it 
amounts to only about a per cent. 
of the German national income. 
But the politieal burden of reparna- 
tions grows the longer the present 
German population ix se parated 
from the war. There is a general 
resentment against “paying — tri- 
bute.” There is a general fecling 
among the uniformed that re- 
parations are at the rvot of all 
Germany's troubles, Thin belief, 
I was told in Germany, Js scdul- 
ously cultivated by induntrialiats 
to ald them in resisting wage in- 
creaaes, 


The sume political resentment 
against war debts is piling up in 
the war-debts nations, The sands 
are rapidly running out. Recent- 
ly T asked a well-known banker 
what the war debts would fetch 
if they were quoted in Wall Street. 
He said “20 per cent. new’, ant 
the emphasis had a bearish sound | 
about it. No bowing to Right or 
Left-wing threats tn any debtor 
country would be, occasioned — by 
recognizing these political renli- 
ties. They should be far more 
persuasive than the economic rea- 
lities that wise creditors recog- 
nize every day in buanesa. Re- 
pudiation such as Hitlerism  fore- 
shadows wotld be the testament 
of political bankruptcy in more 
capitals than Berlin. 

When the world statesmen drop 
fisrures and deal with the human 
equation, this vexatious problem 
will be solved, and the world will 
vs able to work toward a more 
social gonl than that of paying 
for past and future wars, which 
already consume 76 per cent. of 
world budgets.

“Manchuria ia the key to peace 
in the Far East,” declared = Mr, 
Yoshizawa, the New Foreign 
Minister, in an. impressive speech 
on Japanese foreign policy at the 
opening of the sixtieth session of 
the Imperiz!] Diet this morning. 

-The text of Mr. Yoshizawn's ad- 
dress was as follows: 

It gives me much pleasure to 
Iny before you my views on the 
outstanding diplomatic questions 
confronting the Japanese Govern- 
ment to-day. The moat important 
of these—one that not only affects 
us very profoundly but has’ en- 
gaged the entire attention of tho 
world—is the Manchurian affair. 
China boing Japan's neighbour al- 
waya stands, both cconomically 
and politicnily, in Intimate, rela- 
tionship with this country. With 
regard to Manchuria in particular, 
through historien! and geo- 
graphical reasons, political conal- 
derations must become of prepon- 
derant interest. 

It fa beyond argument that the 
welfare of Manchuria fs of the 
yeeatest consequence {to Japan. 
More than a million Japanese sub- 
jecta are in’ Manchuria and we 
possess there In connexion with 
the Jensed territories, rajlwaya, 
mines ete,, vitally important 
visits nnd interests, secured either 
hy treaty or contract, Ino recent 
veata the Chineae authorities, 
denorings the historical fact that 
fie present development of Man- 
churta da entirely due to Japanese 
efforts and tnking advantage of 
our complaiaanece, pursued oppres- 
sive policies toward the Japanese 
and again get oat natght treaty 
risrhts and Interests, 

Warnings Ignored, 

Protests and warnings by the 
Japanese Government — availed 
little. Thus the situation became 
politheally worse, more and more 
diaqutletiogg and the meniuce to our 
fosition inereautigly grave, The 

atience of the Japanese nation 

wie trled to the brenking point 
when the railway bombing —inel- 
dent saddently occurred on. Sep- 
tember 18 0” last year, precipitat- 
ingyen Collision between the Chine 
eae nnd Jnpanese troops, the Inter 
developments of which are well 
Known to all 

Manchuria holds the key to the 
peace of the Far East. That was 
true before the Russo-Japanese 
war and it is even truer to-day. 
In the past the Japanese Govern- 
ment has always done everything: 
possible to prevent Chinese civil 
commoutions spreading into Man- 
churia because we possess there 
rischts and interests rendering the 
maintenance of peace and order 
absolutely essential, 

Thanks to our untiring efforts, 
Manchuria remained free from the 
constant turmoil of Chinn proper 
and turned into a dand of) peace 
and prosperity. But for Chinese 
misconduct of late years and 
Chinese disregard of. treaty con- 

ftrnctual obligations, [believe that 
Test September's incident would 
not have resulted in the present 
comptiontiona, Alt any rate as we 
have been chiefly accountable in 
‘tthe past for the maintenance of 
pence in Manchttrin, Ro our res- 
vonsibilithes in this respect have 
heen onbaneerd rather than lessen- 
ed in the future, F 

“Rerrettable Outrages,”” 

I desire to add a word in this 
connexion and make it clear that 
Jupan harbours no territorial do- 
signs in Manchuria and will up- 
hold the principles of the open 
door, equal opportunity and trea- 
ties relating thereto, Japan de- 
siros only to secure pence and 
order in Manchuria and make the 
region safe for Chinese and for- 
eigners and open to all for econo- 
nie development, 

Turning to conditions in China 
proper anti-Inpanese agitations 
have been carried on there for 
many years past without inter- 
mission except for brief intervals 
of compirative calm. which Were 
followed = by agitations of in-

I believe that the ‘hostile atthe 
tude of the Manchurian authori- 
ties in the perfod immediately pre 
ceding the recent inefdent fa also 
tracenble to the same source. 
Briefly, it is undeniable that 
China's civil wars and domestic 
politics have exerted a very harm- 
ful influence on China’a foreign 
relations, und Japan, her nearest 
neighbour has suffered more than 
the others. 

Thus unfortunately Japanese 
relations with China have at pre- 
sent come under the influence of 
the complex internal and external 
relations of that country... It is to 
be apprehended that some time 
must chanse before the necessary 
adjustments can be effected to 
bring back the relations of the two 
ton normal basis. The Manchurian 
incident caused, we were compell- 
ed to resort to fmmedinte  aelf. 
protective mensurcs. and the anti- 
Japanese movement is due to the 
misguided views entertained by 
the Chinese, 


The Way to Reconciliation, 

The solutions of the jasues in 
volved, therefore, await a complete 
change of heart and a reversal of 
policy on the part of China, How- 
ever fam convinced that the Chin- 
ese people as aowhole and their 
enlightened leaders are not hos-, 
tile; rather jn their hearts they 
are amicably dispused towards 
Japan and we do not need to he 
aver pessimistic as to Che proapaets 
of a restoration of normal Chinese 
and Japanese relations,  Un- 
doubtedly it would be in the best 
interest of the two that they should 
lowe and respeet exch other, and 
that friendliness should be the 
role and any strained relationship 
merely a passing phenomenon, 

The Manchurian incident > out- 
side caused a considerable shock 
to the League Council and Assem- 
ily then in session at Geneva, On 
September 21 the Chinese delegate 
requested the Counctl, in aceor- 
dance’ with Article XI of the 
League Covenant to tuke cogni- 
zance of the matter and the ques- 
tion was officially made a aubject 
of investtgation by the League 
Council. Since then the Council 
had held three sessions and pass- 
ed two resolutions. 


‘Americu and Russia, 

On the other hand, the United 
States, though not a member of 
the League, has acted In concert 
with that body, evidently because 
ag an antiwar pact and ‘nine- 
power treaty siynatory, Amorica 
is deeply concerned in Far Bast. 
ern situations. 

The Japanese Government, has 
exercised [ts utmost efforts to 
make clear its position to both the 
Leneue and America. ‘Although 
there have been oecastons when 
the present incident seemed to 
Jead Japan into more or lean de- 
licate relations with the League 
and Amerivea, we have auceeeded 
by a careful "and complete pre- 
sentation of our case in bringing 
about both a better appreciation 
of the Japanese position and the 
vital Manchurian Interests. 

Toward the Soviet Union, which 
has atendily followed an Impar- 
tial policy of non-interference in 
the present affair, 1 desire to ex- 
press the antisfaction of the 
Japanese Government. |
